Fraud is Charged. 


“T do not believe that there is any 


country than the effort being made, 
chiefly by unscrupulous New York 
concerns, to induce our people to buy 
worthless European gov- 
ernment paper, either in the form of 
money or so-called bonds. A _ brief 
explanation of a circular which I re- 
ceived this morning will indicate just 
how crooked these offers are. 

‘A New York concern offered to 
sell me a 10,000 mark bond of the 
city of Warsaw, Poland, for $19.85. It 
was represented that when Polish 
money reached par, this bond would 
be worth $2,380 or just $119 for every 
dollar invested. It was further rep- 
resented that with Polish money nor- 
mal, the interest on this bond alone 
would be $119, or six times the 
amount. of the investment. 

“Now, so far from this being an 
honest offer or one that could for an 
instant attract any thinking man, it 
was the boldest kind of a fraud on 
its face. Polish marks are now quot- 
ed in the New York papers at thyee- 
one-hundreds part of a cent each, the 
normal exc tee value being about : 24 
cents in Argerican money. 

Current Vatue $3. 

“The current market value of these 
bonds would therefore be $3 for a 10,- 
QOU-mark piece of paper instead of 
$19.85. The so-called New York in- 
vestment concern was therefore offer- 
ing those bonds to me at more than 
six times their present market value 
in New York and representing it as a 
bargain offer. 

“But who in his right senses would 
believe for ohe minute that a paper 
mark now quoted at three-one-hun- 
dredths part of a cent, par value 24 

cents, will ever be anything else but a 
worthless piece of paper? Surely 
Georgians in our present financial 
stringency will not ‘throw away any 
of their good, hard-earned. money.

The wide variation in the wholesale price of various cuts from 
the same side of beef is caused largely by demand for the so-called 
choicer cuts. The others are, of course, just as wholesome. 

It seems as though more people than ever are demanding choicer 
cuts, and their demand sets the price. If few people ask for the fore- 
quarter cuts, the price of forequarters will automatically drop to a 
figure low enough to induce people to buy because of cheapness. 

Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high prices, other 
cuts, due to lack of demand, sell so low that our profit from all sources 
over a period of five years averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 

It is competition between consumers for the choice cuts that 
keeps prices for those cuts relatively high; an equalizing demand for 
all parts of the carcass would benefit producer, packer, retailer 
and consumer. _ 

Our average wholesale selling price of all products has fallen 
about 40 per cent since September 1920.

shipment and delivery of window glass 
inte the southern district of New 
York, as well as in other parts of 
various states. 

lor the purpose of effectually car- 
rying out the alleged conspiracy to 
arbitrarily tix excessive prices, it is 
charged an agreement was entered 
into with the labor union of the Na- 
tional Window Giass Workers through 
Mr. Neenan, whereby the quantity to 
be produced annualiy by euch of said 
manufacturers, the perrod’ within 
whieh the manufacturers were to op- 
erate their plants and factories and 
the amount to be manufactured by

States believes that the plan later 
presented safeguards the interests of 
all coneerned. Let me emphasize 
again that in order to safeguard the 
interests of the Japanese empire f 
per cent is necessary. If the ratio of 
70 per cent is accorded to Japan this 
does not mean the purpose of .he con- 
ference is defeated, becanse as I have 
pointed re > before. the main purpose 
of the present meeting in Washing- 
ton is limitation of armaments. The 
relativity of tonnage is not the prin- 
cipal issue.” 

In conelusion, Vice Admiral —— 
continued that the capacity of Japa 
to replace her warships ras _ in- 
finitely less than that of the United 
States. Japan, he said, would be quite 
unable wtih her present shipbuilding 
and industrial strength and_ taking 
into account the paucity of her raw 
material, more especially steel, 
gage successfully im competition as 
to replacement of ships. : 

Steel Output. 

“For instance.” he said, “do you 
realize that the yearly output of 
gteel in Japan is only 800.000 tons, 
whereas in the United States the 
vearly output is almost 33,000,000 
tons? Under these circumstances it 
is quite impossible for Japan to think 
of entering into any race with any 
stronz industrial power in case any 
difficulty should unhappily arise in 
the future. It would almost be bet- 
ter to abolish all capital ships entire- 
lv. It would certainly be fairer to 
Japan, which in asking for seven 
ships to every ten of the other greater 
industrial powers, is merely putting 
forth a request that seems to me to 
be eminently fair and reasonable, 
hased as it is on all to the questions 
which enter into the maintenance of 
a navy.” 

In conference discussions on the 
question of ratio, Japan appears to 
he adhering to her six-group classi- 
fication as to measurement and is 
particularly insisting upen the point 
that ships under construction should 
not be counted in estimating exist: 
strencth of a navy The various 
classifications give her 70.5 per cent 
as an average compared with the 
American navy. According to one 
conception of the conference work 
the American contention is that sup- 
er dregdnaughts and dreadnauchts 
and all ships under construction 
should be logically taken as the basis 
of nreasurement. Under this plan it 
is stated that America counts the 
estimated tonnage of ships when 
‘hey are actually completed,  al- 
though some of them have only been 
started. Under this classification 
also it is stated that the American 
figures place the present Japanese 
navy somewhat under 50 per cent as 
compared with that of the United 
States and Great Britain,
